WHEREAS the United States has rati-
fied the Charter of the United Nations
and 1s participating in the activities of
the United Nations by virtue of the rati-
fication of the said Charter (59 Stat.
1031), and of the.authority granted by
the United Nations Participation Act of
1945 (59 Stat. 619) and

WHEREAS a Commission of Jurists
has adwvised the Secretary General of the
United Nations that he should regard it.
as of the first importance to refram from
employing or to dismiss from employ-
-ment on the Secretarat of the United
Nations any United States citizen who
he has reasonable grounds for believing
has been, 15, or 1s likely to be, engaged in
espionage or subversive activities against
the United States; and -

WEHEEREAS the Commussion of Jurists
has also advised that-the United. States
should make available to the Secretary
General information on which.the Secre-
tary General can make his determination
as.to whether reasonable grounds exist
for believing that a United States citizen
employed or bemng considered for em-
ployment on the Secretariat has been, 1s,
or as likely to be, engaged 1n espionage
of subversive activities against the United
“States; and -

WHEREAS the Commussion of Jurists
has further advised that the mmdepend-
ence .of the Secretary General and his
.sole responsibility to the General As-
sembly of the United Nations for the
selection and retention of staff should be
recogniZed by all Member Nations; and

WHEREAS the Secretary General has
declared his intention to use the conclu-
sions and recommendations of the opin-
aon of the said Commussion of Jurists as
the basis of his personnel policy m dis~
charging the responsibilities entrusted to
him by the Charter and staff regulations
of the United Nations; and

WHEREAS in the participation by the
United States in the activities of the
United Nations it is in the Interest of
the United States that United States
citizens who are employees of the Secre-
tanat of the United Nations be persons
of the highest integrity and not persons
who have been, are, or are likely to be,
engaged in espionage or subversive ac-
tivities against the United States; and

WHEREAS it is in the interest of the
United States to establish a procedure for
the acquisition of information by in-
vestigation and for its fransmission to the
Secretary General in order to asslist the
Secretary General in the exercise of his
responsibility for determining whether
any United States citizen employed or
being considered for employment on the
Secretariat has been, is, or is likely to
be, engaged in espionage or subversive
activities against the United States; and

WHEREAS such procedure should af-
ford opportunity for hearing to any
United States citizen employed or being
considered for employment on the Sec-
retariat as to whom an investigation dis-
closes derogatory information, so that
the person affected may challenge the
accuracy of any such information;

NOW THEREFORE, by virtue of the
authority vested in me by the Constitu-
tion, statutes, and treaties of the United
States, including the Charter of the
United Nations, and as President of the
United States, it is hereby ordered as
follows:

PART I—INVESTIGATION OF UINITED STATES
CITIZENS EMPLOYED OR BEING CONSIDERED
FOR ELMPLOYLIENT ON THE SECRETARIAT OF
THE UNITED NATIONS

1. Upon the receipt by the Secretary of
State from the Secretary General of the
United Nations of the name of and other
necessary identifying data concerning
each United States citizen employed or
being considered for employment by the
United Nations, there shall be an investi-
gation of such person in accordance with
thde standard set forth in Part II of this
order.

2. The Seeretary of State shall for-

‘ward the information received from the

Secretary General of the United Nations
to the United States Clvil Service Com-

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mission, and-the Commission shall con-
duct a prelimmnary mvestigation.

. 3. The preliminary mvestigation con-
ducted by. the Civil Servaice Commussion
of any such person shall be made at all
availdble pertinent sources of informa-
tion and shall include reference to:

_ (a) Federal Bureau of Investigation
files.

¢h) Civil Service Commussion files.

(c) Military and naval .intelligence
files as appropriate.

(d) Thefiles of any other appropriate
Government investigative or intelligence
agency.

(e) The files of approprniate commit-
tees of the Congress.

(f) Local law-enforcement files at the
place of residence and employment of
the person, including municipal, county,
and State law-enforcement files.

(g) Schools-and colleges attended by-
the person.

(h) Former employers of the person,

(1) References given by the person.

(3) Any other appropriate source.

4, Whenever anformation revealed
with respect to any such person 1s derog-
atory, within the standard set forth i
Part II of this order, the United States
Civil Service Commussion shall forward

FEDERAL REGISTER

the mmformation to the Federal Bureau of
Investigation, and the Bureau shall con-
duct a full field- investigation of such
person: Provided, that in all cases in-
volving a United States citizen employed
or being considered for employment on
the internationally recruited staff of the
United Nations, the investigation re-
quired by this Par}{ shall be a full fleld
investigation conducted by the Federal
Bureau of Investigation.

5. Reports of full field investigations
shall be forwarded through the United
States Civil Service Commission to the
appropriate Regional Loyalty Board of
the Civil Service Commission. Y¢henever
such a report contains derogatory infor-
mation, under the standard set‘forth in
Part II of this order, there shall be made
available to the person in question the
procedures of the Civil Service Regional
Loyalty Board (including the oppor-
tunity of a hearing) and the right of
appeal to the Commission’s Loyalty Re-
view Board, in like manner as provided
for with respect to employment with the
executive branch of the Government of
the United States under Executive Order
No. 9835 of March 21, 1947, as amended.
The Regional Loyalty Board, or the
Loyalty Review Board on appeal, shall
transmit its determinations, together
with the reasons therefor stated in such
detail as security considerations permit,
to the Secretary of State for transmis-
sion to the Secretary General of the
United Nations for his use in exereising
the responsibility with respect to the in-
tegrity of the personnel employed by the
United Nations imposed upon him by
the Charter of the United Nations and
the regulations established by the Gen-
eral Assembly, and in light of the Report
of the Commission of Jurists.

6. At any stage during the investiga-
tion or loyalty board proceeding the Sec-
retary of State may forward to the Sec-
retary General, in as much detail as the
wvestigative and loyalty review agencles
determine that security considerations
will permit, the derogatory information
disclosed by investigation. This shall be
for the purpose of permitting the Scc-
retary General to determine whether or
not he should take interim action with
respect to the employee prior to the com-
pletion of the procedures outlined in this
order. 'Themaking available of any such
information shall be without prejudice
to the right of full hearing and appeal
as proyided for herein. -

1. The Secretary of State shall notify
the Secretary General in all cases in
which no derogatory information has
been developed.

PART XI—STANDARD

1. The standard to be used by o Re-
gional Loyalty Board or by the Loyalty
Review Board on appeal, in making an
advisory determination as provided for
in paragraph 5 of Part I of this order
with respect to o United States cltizen
‘who 1s an employee or is being considered
for employment by the United Nations,

shall he whether or not on all the evi-
dence there is a reasonable doubt as to
the loyalty of the person involved fo the
Government of the United States.

2. Activitles and associations of a
United States citizen who is an employee
or being considered for employment by
the United Nations which may ke con-
sldered in connection with the deter-
mination whether or not on all the en-
dence there is a reasonable doubt as to
the loyalty of the person involved to the
Government of the United States may
include one or more of the followng:

(a) Sabotage, esplonage, or attempts
or preparations therefor, or knomngly
associating with spies or saboteurs.

(b) Treason or sedition or advacacy
thereof.

(c) Advocacy of revolution or force or
violence to alter-the constitutional form
of government of the United States.

(d) Intentional, unauthornzed dis~
closure to any person, under circume-
stances which may indicate disloyalty to
the United States, of United States docu-~
ments or United States information of a
confidential or non-public character
obtained by the person making the dis-
closure as a result of his previous employ-
ment by the Government of the United
States or otherwise. -

(e) Performing or attempting to per-
form his dutles, or othermse acting,
while an employee of the United States
Government during & previous penod,
to as to serve the interests of another
government in preference to the inter-
ests of the United States.

(f) Membership in, or affiliation or
sympathetic association with, any for-
elgn or domestic organization, associa~
tion, movement, or group or combination
of persons, designated by the Attorney
General as tofalitarian, fascists, com-
munist, or subversive, or as having
adopted a policy of advocating or ap-
proving-the commission of acts of force
or violence to deny other persons thewr
rights under the Constifution of the

«United States, or as seeking fo alter the
form of government of the United States
by unconstitutional means.

PART III—OTHER INTERNATIONAL
ORGANIZATIONS

The provisions of Parts I and I of this
order shall be applicable o United States
citizens who are employees of, or are
being considered for employment by,
other public international organizations
of which the Unifed States Government
is a member, by arranzement between
the executive head of the international
organization concerned and the Secre-
tary of State or other officer of the
United States designated by the Presi-
dent.

?_TATELENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

This amendment.to SR 26 to CPR 22
establishes new adjusted ceiling prices
for enameled cast iron plumbing fixtures.
When SR-26-was issued May 15, 1952,
ceiling prices -for this classification of
commodities were established at 95 per-
cent of applicable GCPR ceiling prices.
This amendment increases the ceiling
prices which were 1 effect just prior to
thessuance of this amendment by estab-
lishing them at 96.75 percent of GCPR
ceiling prices.

At an enameled cast iron plumbing
fixtures industry adwisory. committee
meeting on October 3, 1952, OPS.vmas
requested to conduct an earmings survey
of the industry, the opinion of the mem-
‘bers attending bemng that the level of
earnmgs for the industry had fallen be-
lowthat prescribed by the industry earn~
mgs standard. This standard requres
that ceiling prices be adjusted for an
ndustry if its current earnings fall be-
low 85 percent of the average earmings
of the three best years of the years 1946
through 1949, inclusive, adjusted for
changes 1n net worth.

Consequently, the Office of Price Sta-
bilization undertook an earnings survey
of the industry, as a result of whach the
Director of Price Stabilization has de-
termined that in order for eeiling prices
of the mdustry to meet the requuirements
of the industry earnings standard, and,
therefore, to be generally fair and equi-
‘table, they would have to be increased
to the extent provided in this action.

In. computing this adjustment, OPS
gave consideration, among other costs,
to mncreases in the cost of the metals
listed Im GOR 35, and to the increased
cost -of outbound transportation. For
that redson, enameled cast iron plumb-
mg fixture manufacturers are precluded
by this amendment from using either
.GOR 35 or SR 35 to CPR 22,

In the formulation of this amendment,
there has been consultation with indus-

try representatives, ancluding trade as--

sociation representatives, and consider-
ation has been given o thewr recommens-
dations,

STATELIENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

‘Two and one-half years have elapzed
since the outbreak of the Korean War,
since which time the relatlonship be-
tween list prices and discounts of manu-
facturers has been frozen by this Agency.
During this period many changes in
costs- and marketing conditions have
taken place which have caused many dis-
count structures and list prices to be-
come seriously unbalanced. In order
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to achieve more competitive marketing
and distribution metheds many manu-
facturers find it necessary teday to
change some of their discounis and list
prices. This amendment permits manu-
facturers covered by Ceiling Price Regu-~
Iation 30 to apply for approval of such
changes, providing they do not result in
increases in the level of ceiling prices
gresently prevailing under the regula-
on.

A manufacturer who proposes to
change discounts and list prices must
first apply to OPS under this amend-
ment. He must show his present and
proposed discounts and list prices. He
must be able to demonstrate that had
the proposed discounts and list prices
been in effect during his last accounting
period, they would not have yelded sales
revenue greater than was actually real-
ized in this period. Of course, resellers
cannot use such revised price lists until
the manufacturer receives approval of
these lists pursuant to Supplementary
Regulation 2 to Celling Price Rezula-
tion 67. -

In the formulation of this amendment
there has been consuliation with indus-
try representatives, including trade asso-
cation representatives, to the extent
practicable, and consideration has been
given to their recommendations.

AXMENDATORY PROVISIQNS

Celling Price Regulation 30 1s amended
in the following respects:

Section 3 (d) is amended fo-read as
follows:

STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS

This General Overriding Regulation
42 is issued for the same reasons as GOR
41, “Adjustments Under The Industry
Earnings Standard For Consumor
Goods,” and accomplishes essentiolly tho
same results with respect ta machinery
and related manufactured goods.

Manufacturers of commadities covered
by this regulation will ba permitted to
establish new ceiling prices where it has
been found that the level of ceiling prices
previously established for the manufacs
turers’ industry is, below the minimum
prescribed by the “Industry earnings
standard” (the “Johnston Standard”)

The industry earnings standaxd pro-
vides that: the level of celling prices for
an industry shall normally be considered
“fair and equitable” under the Defense
Production Act of 1950, as amended, if
the dollar profits of the industry amount
to not less than 85 percent of the aver-
age earnings for the industry's best threo
Years: during the peried 1946-1949, ine
clusive, adjusted for changes in net
worth.

This general overriding regulation is
divided into two parts, Article I and Ar«
ticle II, Article I contains the general
regulatory provisions, and Article IT con-
tains provisions dealing with each ine
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dustry for which an adjustment is
granted. From time to time commodi-
ties will be added to the coverage of the
regulation by the addition of separate
sections to Article II. Each section in
Article IT will include 2 description of the
commodity covered, the price which may
be adjusted, the percentage adjustment,
and provisions dealing with the applica~
bility of other adjustment regulations,
such as GOR 35 (Pass Through For Steel,
Pig Iron, Copper and Alummum Cost
Increases)

-All provisions of the basic regulations
which would otherwise be applicable to
the commodities and whieh are not in-
consistent with this regulation remain in
effect.

The first commodities to be covered by

FEDERAL REGISTER

does not permit consideration of various
factors which may be considered under
a “full-scale” industry earnings standard
survey, which necessarily requires more
detailed data and therefore a greater
Iength of time to conduct, the members
of this industry may at any time request
OPS to conduct a “full-scale” survey.
In the formulation of this regulation
there has been consultation with indus-
try representatives, including trade asso-
ciation representatives, to the extent
practicable, and consideration has been
given to their recommendations. In the
judgment of the Director the provislions
of this general overriding regulation are
generally fair and equitable; are neces-
sary to effectuate the purposes of Title
IV of the Defense Production Act of 1950,

this general overriding regulation are— as amended; and comply with the appli-

The mdustral scales and balances 1in-
dustry on June 25, 1952, at a formal
meeting of theiwr Industry Advisory Com-
mittee, requested the Office of Price Sta-
bilization to conduct an mndustry earn-
mgs standard survey in order to deter-
mine whether this industry was entitled
to an 1mcrease m ceiling prices.

THe survey under this standard for the
industrial scales and balances mdustry
has recently been completed, and, based
upon the.financial data obtammed from
Tepresentative groups of manufacturers
in this industry, it has been determined
that in order to bring the dollar profits
of this industry up o the earnings stand-
ard established by OPS, ceiling prices will
have to be established at 106 percent of
the. industry’s ceiling prices for these
commodities (exclusive of any adjust-
ments under 'SR-9 to CPR 30, or SR 122
to the GCPR) 1 effect during the period
from October 1, 1852, to the issue date of
this regulation.

This adjustment reflects all increases

(6) Footnote 1 m § 3.41 refers to the
wrong rule number; and since the foot-
note 1s 1n itself unnecessary, it 1s bemng
deleted.

(1) Section 3.43 1s bemng amended to
clarify its meaning,

(8) Sectioen 3.51 contamns a provision
which states that after June 1, 1941, all
stations will be required to change over
to direct measurement of power. Since
this date has passed, §3.51 1s bemng
amended to,delete the reference to the
June 1941 date. In addition, paragraph
{c¢) of this section which concerns the
taking of new antenns resistance meas-
urements after malking changes i the
antenna sysfem, should logically appear
in the section of the rules dealing with
the radiating- system. Accordingly,
§ 3.51 1s also being amended to delete
paragraph (¢) and the deleted provi-
s1on 1s bemng inserted m the section of
the rules dealing with the radiating
system. (Sec. 3.45.)

(9) Section 12F of SOGEP-AM relates
to the operating requirements of a stand-
ard broadeast station. Subsections (1),
(2) (4) (5) -and (6) however, are du-
Pplicated m §§ 3.55, 3.46, 3.57, and 3.59 of
the rules and are therefore being deleted
from the standards. Subsection (3) of
-section 12Fshould more appropriately be
contained in the rules under the section
relating to transmitters and 1s, there-
Fore, heing deleted. from the standards
and 1s being inserted 1n § 3.46 of the rules,

(10) Sections 3.46 and 3.254 contamn
footnotes which: (a) extended until 1949
the date when the requirement that

itter measurements be made be-
came effective, and (b) indicated that
application for renewal of- license filed
after 1950 should mndicate that such
“measurements were made. Since the
measuring requrements became effective
1n 1949 and measurements must now be
made, the footnotes no longer serve o
useful purpose and are bemng deleted.
Subsection 12F (3) of SOGEP-AM,
which 1s bemng deleted (see par. (9)
above) 1s being added to § 3.46.

(11) Footnote 2 1n § 3.52 makes incor-
rect references to various sections of the
rules. This section 1s being amended to
indicate the correct sectionr numbers.

(12) Section 3.54 provides in part,
that the direct measurement of antenna
mput power will be accepted as the op-
erating power and that & licensee will be
authorzed to operate by this. method of
power determination upon submission to
and approval by the Commission of an-
tenna resistance measurements. ‘This
provision seems to indicate that other
methods of determmnming operating power
would be acceptable. However, all sta=-
tions, following completion of construc~
tion, are now requred to file antennsa
resistance measuremeénts together vrith a
description of the method used, as part

.of their license application (FCC Form

.302) and are also required to determune
operating nower by the direct method
(§-38.51). Therefore, the above provi-
sion of §-3.54 1s bemng deleted.

(13) Section 3.57 states that the op-
erating power shall be mamtained with-
in prescribed limits, and section 11 of
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SOGEP-AM sets forth the limits, Sec-
tion 11 1s being deleted and the provi-
sions contained therein are belng added
to § 3.57 in order to make the section
complete within itself.

{14) Section 11 of SOGEP-AM is he-
ing deleted to avoid duplication. (See
par. 13 above.)

(15) Section 3.59 of the rules and sec-
tion 15 B (2) of SOGEP-AM contain
references to the 50-cycle frequency
tolerance which was allowed up to Jan-
uary 1, 1942, Since that date, all sta-
tions have been required to maintain a
20-cycle tolerance. Therefore, all ref-
erences to the 50-cycle tolerance are he-
ing deleted from these sections.

(16) Footnote 47 to § 3.191 contains o
reference to a requirement for applica-
tions concerning programs to be broad-
cast to foreign countries. Section 1.327
now provides that, under certain condi-
tions, informal applications may be filed.
Therefore, footnote 47 is being altered to
make reference to § 1.327.

(17) Sections 3.221, 3.521, 3.632 and
3.721 relate to temporary extenslons of
station licenses. Whent §1.384 which
deals with the same subject matter was
amended in August 1952, the above sec-
tions were not amended to conform with
§ 1.384. However, it is helleved that the
provisions in § 1.384 are adequate and
that the provisions in §§ 3.221, 3.521,
3.632, and 3.721 are unnecessary. -Ac=
cordingly, the above sections in Part 3
are being deleted.

(18) Sections 3.267 and 3.567 provide
that the operating power shall be deter-
mined by methods prescribed in SOGEP-
FM. In order to make these sections
complete within themselves, section 11 of
SOGEP-FM is being deleted, and the
provisions contained therein are heing
added to the above sections in Part 3.

(19) Section 3.621 contuins an incor-
rect reference to a subparagraph and &
musspelled word. The correct reference
and spelling is being suppled.

(20) Section 3.630 specifies the nor-
mal license period for television broad-
cast stations. Licenses expire in accord-
ance with a schedule based on the
geographical location of the station.
Footnote 11 of this section specifies the
procedure that applied during the transi-

‘tion period when the present form of

the rule was adopted. This footnote is
{therefore no longer necessary and is
being deleted. This section also con-
tains references to specific years when
licenses for stations in certain states were
to expire under the procedure prescribed
by this section. The year designations
are also no longer necessary and are
bemng deleted.

(21) Section 3.651 contains incorrect
references to subparagraphs. The cor-
rect references are being supplied.

(22) Section 3.681 contains definitions
of various television ferms. ‘These are
being amended as follows:

(a) Paragraph (d) defines the term
“aspect ratio” as “The numerical ratio
of the frame width to frame height, as
transmitted.” However, the definition
in this form Is not clear and is being
amended for clarification.

(b) Paragraph (f) defines the term
“black level” as “The amplitude of the
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modulating signal corresponding to the
scanning of a black arez in the trans-
mitted picture” ‘This definition is n-
correct since the term “amplifude”
means the largest value rather than the
absolute value, Accordingly, the defim-
tion is being amended by the substitu-
tion of the term “magnitude” for “am-
plitude.”

(c) Paragraph (k) defines effective
radiated power in terms of peak inpuf
power. This is only true with respect to
visual input power and does not apply
to aural input power. Therefore, the
ggrd “peak” is beinz deleted from this

e.

(d) Paragraph (w) defines the ferm
“positive transmission.” However, since
this term Is not employed in the United
States television standards and does not
appear in the Commission’s rules and
reé,'tgations, the definition is being de-
leted.

(e) Paragraph (%) defines the term
“progressive scanningz.” However, since
this term is not employed in the United
States television standards and does nob
appear in the Commission’s rules and
regulations, the definition is bang de-
leted.

(23) Section 3.682 (a) (12) states that
“The pedestal level (normal black level)
shall be transmitted at 75 percent (with
tolerance of plus or minus 2.5 percent)
of the peak carrier amplitude.” The use
of the term “amplitude” in this rule 1s
incorrect for the same reason as that re-
ferred to in connection with the use of
this term in § 3.681 (f) discussed above.
Accordingly, this section is bemg
amended by the substitution of the term
“level” for “amplitude.”

(24) SectHon 3.687 confains a footnote
which should more appropriately be
divided into twwo parts. The form of the
footnote is therefore bemng amended
accordingly.

(25) Section 1 of SOGEP-AM was
amended in February 1947 to prowide
that the separation required for daytime
protection of Class IV stations would also
determine the nighttime separation.
However, through inadvertente, Table IV
of this section was not sumilarly
amended. In order to correct this error
the provisions in Table IV prescribing a
nighttime normally protected contour
and the permissible nighttime interfer-
ing signal on the same channel for a
Class IV station are being deleted.

(26) The first four paragraphs of sec-
tion 4 of SOGEP-AM set forth informa~-
tion to be supplied with an application
for approval of transmitter sites. This
information, however, is not consistent
with that required by the application
form. Since the application form speaks
for itcelf, the ahove paragraphs in sec-
tion 4 are unnecessary and are being
deleted.

(27) Paragraph 7 of seétion T and
section 14 of SOGEP-AM make refer-
ence to an obsolete form. The correct
form number is now being supplied.

(28) Paragraph 8 of section 7 of
SOGEP-AM indicates that broadecast
stations having a directional anfenna.
moy determine power by the direct
method. However, all stations are now
required to determine power by the di-
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rect method. Accordingly, this para-
graph 1s being changed to conform with
the new requrements. .

(29) The last sentence of section 15A
of SOGEP-AM requres manufacturers
to keep lists of the sale numbers of fre-
quency monitors sold to licensees. Our
experience i1ndicates that this require-
ment 15 unnecessary, and this provision
15 being deleted.

(30) Section 25 of SOGEP-AM con-
tains a table listing the field offices of
the Commussion. This table has not
bheen kept up-to~date since a similar list
appears in Part 0 of the rules. There-
fore, the table 1s being delefed from
section 25, and instead a reference 1s
made to Part 0.

(31) The next. to the.last sentence in
section 2C of SOGEP-FM. was not de-
leted when § 3.203 (¢) was deleted from
the rules. ‘This sentence i1s now being
deleted. The last paragraph’ of section
2 refers to 1940 minor civil division maps.
Since later minor civil division maps are
now available, an approprate change -1s
being made,

are editorial m nature, and, therefore,
prior publication of notice of proposed
rule making under the provisions of sec-
tion 4 of the Admunistrative Procedure
Act is unnecessary, and the amendments
may become effective immediately.

Itfurther appears
that the sellers of this service will: be
forced to discontinue supplying this com-
pany with these services if their rates
are not increased. The application in-
dicates that General Electric Compahy
agrees to absorb the increased charges
of said sellers; that the charges estab-
lished herein do not exceed the amount
which it would be required to pay other
suppliers for the same service; and that
such increased charges will not be incon-
